“That is obviously something 
1 wou Id never, ever be associ¬ 
ated with," Nickel said, speak¬ 
ing to Metro after he posted a 
lengthy apology^ on Pacebook. 

“1 did not post it^ 1 did not 
authorize it. 1 won’t throw any¬ 


body under the bus on this, but 
it has to be fixed 

The show has been on hia¬ 
tus for the past six months. 
y\fter the controversy. Nickel 
said Monday it won’t be com¬ 
ing back. 

'i’he now-farmer show produ¬ 
cer, Matthew Allheim, claimed 
full responsibility in a Face- 
book post Monday, saying it 
was posted by a member of 
the show's social media team 
— which was assembled last 
week and consists of in terns 
and volunteers — and that 
he made a mistake by not re¬ 
moving it. 

Brandy Eurdeniuk, a busi¬ 
nesswoman and community 
volunteer who lives in Nickel's 
ward, said the post was shack¬ 
ing and disappointing. 

“It w^as such a stark image. 
It was so transparently mak¬ 
ing a joke about assaulting an 
unconscious female, which, 
from the perspective of what's 
happening and the kirger con¬ 
versation around rape culture, 
is really disturbing to come 
from someone in leadership," 
she said.

Mike Sacha, who spoke for 
the Oliver Communit>' League, 
said the pcopjsed building is hxj 
large and doesn't ofier the dimily- 
friendJy units people want.

“We’re going to miss that tar¬ 
get as welL” said Raj Dhunna, 
CEO of the company. 

Coun. v\ndrew Knack, one of 
the cound.Uoi’s who pushed for 
the twro-week delay, said even 
if there is disagreement on the 
larger issues like ptirking and 
height, some of the minor con¬ 
cerns councillors must be re¬ 
solved. 

“At a minimum we need to 
ensure we clean up the lack of 
detail that Vie should neatly ex¬ 
pect,"" he said. 

But Coun. Tony Caterina said 
there had already been enough 
delays. 

“We're going to be here in two 
weeks going over the same stuff 
again and after twn years 1 think 
that's enough time.'" 

Coun. Stott McKeen, in whose 
ward the building is proposed, 
belie^'es the delay was a distrac¬ 
tion and council should have 
sent the project biick to rruike 
the ov^erall design better 

“Designing a good building 
and running it through aJl the 
approvals takes time," he said. 

He said Edmonton has to get 
a building in such an important 
location right. 

“rhe foremost issue in our 
minds should be is this a great 
building lhat is being designed 
for Edmonton's main street." he 
said. ""Iheiie is nothing wrong 
with raising the bar on design. 
We have seen good design in this 
citj^and we should not be going 
backward."

I'he move would transfer 
about i447 million in debt off the 
citj^’s books and onto EPCOR's. 

The company, which is 100 
per cent owned by the city^ has 
also committed to taking on the 
SI .5 billion the city estimates it 
would have to complete drainage 
upgrades oser the next decade. 

EPCOR would be li mited to 
three per cent increases for the 
next five years to customers and 
estiiruites the dividend it piiys 
the city every year would rise 


by' S2Q million. 

'Ihe city has estimated that 
protecting the city from flood¬ 
ing could cost S2.4 billion over 
the longer term. 

EJtiCJR spokesperson Tim le 
Riche !kud the exiict debiils would 
be figured out if council wants 
to review the proposaL 

“Ihen ive can do a deeper dive 
and then all of those questions 
that reporters and other people 
are asking citn be answered," 
he said. 

Conn. Mike Nickel siiid he's 


not sure the utility could actually 
provide any more value. 

“1 hase no teal cost compara¬ 
tors between EPCOR’s perform¬ 
ance and the City of Edmonton's 
performance,'* he said. 

Coun. Mike Waiters said he 
has many questions as vseU, but 
his primary focus is ensuring 
the city has adequate drainage 
infrastructure. 

“Ihe end giune is that we have 
resilient responsiwimd adequiite 
inffastnKture to keep oui houses 
from flooding."

In light of the worst mass 
shooting in modem .American 
history at a popular Orlando g^ly 
nightclub* a CaJgary artist has 
launched a campaign to show 
that love is lo^ie. 

Stevie Gin. who's curating 
the Kiss fbr Orlando project 
with Loft 112, was rattled by the 
Sunday morning shooting that 
killed 49 peopJe, so he decided 
to fight hate with love. 

He siiid the project was in¬ 
spired by Andy WarhoTs film, 
KISS* which explored the 
smooches of straight and LG- 
BT'ti people in the '60s. 

“(Kisses) cross the boundaries 
of sexual orientation, gender 
and racct and it's a beautiful 
exploration of love*" he said. 
“So 1 thought this could be an 
interesting way to stand up to 
the notion that two people ex¬ 
pressing any kind of'forbidden' 
losre is somehow bad." 

Gin, who won a huntm-rights 
ciise after he was fired for martyr 


ing his partner, said he thinks 
people become lulled into a 
sense of security, where the 
world is free of homophobia. 

“J think that there is still 
some oppression, but it's just 
gone underground*" he said. 
“We're not totally free across 
the world." 

He said the photos will be 
featured as an online exhibit 
but* if aJl goes well, he plans' 
to make printouts and launch 
a show. 

“We should not have any 
fear in expressing love*" Gin 
said. “We should not have any 
shame or use it as any excuse 
for violence. 

“Love is love is love is love 
is love." 

He siiid all are welcome to 
submit their best smoothes. 

“It tan be a gay couple kiss¬ 
ing* a two-spirit couple kiss ing 
or niiiybe even a straight cis- 
gender person who wants to 
kissyoui'best queer' friend," he 
siiid.

Canada's top Mountie says the 
lough terrain of the southwest¬ 
ern Philippines may make il dif 
ficult to find the killers of two 
Canadian hostages, but it won't 
present the O'ngoing effort to 
bring them to justite. 

RCMP Commission¬ 
er Bob Paulson's com¬ 
mitment was affirmed 
Monday b)^ Prime Min¬ 
ister Justin'I'nideau fbl- 
loVfcTng the death of Can¬ 
adian Robert Hall, who 
had been held hostage 

Abu Sayyaf since Sep¬ 
tember 2015. 

Hall’s death comes 
after the execuhon in April of 
fellow Ciruidiim John Ridsdel, 
who was snatched from a mar- 
irui by Abu Sayyaf along with 
Norw^egian Kjaitan Sekfcingstad 
and a Philippines national last 


September. 

Paulson said the RCMP is help¬ 
ing local authorities give chase 
to the kidnappers, "but as you 
know, it's a very difficult piece 
of geography and ... challenging 
environment." 

'Ihe Mounlies are conducting 
an exlratertiEorial investigation 
into the murders, meaning the 
perpetrators could one day frice 
justice in Canada, be added. 

Tnideau sttid Canada holds 
yMju Sajyaf fiilly responsible for 
Hall's death. 

“We itre more commit¬ 
ted than ever to woridng 
with the gosremment trf 
the Philippines and inter¬ 
national portneis to pur¬ 
sue those responsible for 
these heinous acts iind 
bring them to justice," 
Irudeau said. 

Abu Sayyaf operates 
niiunly in the south of 
the Philippines, in the 
western Mindano and the Sulu 
Archipelago, but staged a major 
attack in 2004 that killed more 
thitn 100 people when militants 
bombed a ferry in Manila Bay.

A proposal to CTeate a formEil 
diversity policy at the parent 
company of Tim Hortons and 
Burger King aimed at increas¬ 
ing the number of women on 
its all-male board of directors 
has been rejected. 

Oceanrock Investments Inc. 
and the Shuireholder Associa¬ 
tion for Research and tducarion 
i[SHAR£} asked the company to 
write a formal diversit^r' polic^^ 
and inform shareholders how 
and when it intends to increEise 
the number of women on its 
Ixiani []f directors and in senior 
management positions. 

Oceanrock Investments, 
which said il owns nearly 19,000 
RBI shares, acted on behalf of 
the Meritas Janlzi social index 
fund. 

Before Tim Hortons and Bur¬ 
ger King merged and becimie 
RBI in late 2014, a quarter of 
die Hm Hcmons board wets com¬ 
prised of women, according to 
the shareholder proposal. Now 
RBI's i l-person board of direc¬ 
tors is all male. 

The proposal asked RBJ to 
complete the policy and update 
shan^holders by Deaf mber 2016. 

While there are many bene¬ 
fits to increasing gender di¬ 
versity on corporate boards, 
including the potential for bet¬ 
ter shareholder returns, thiit 


wasn't the sole reason for the 
proposEil, Fred ITnto, OceanRock 
Investment's CEO, siiid while 
presenting the proposal at the 
compEiny's annuEil genenii meet¬ 
ing on 'Thursday. 

“We did this quite simply 
because it’s the right thing to 
do," he said. 

Other shareholders voted to 
reject the proposal. 

The result wasn't unexpect¬ 
ed, Pinto said in an interview 
following the vote, ihe group 
will now wait to see how iiumy 


independent shareholdei’s sup¬ 
ported their proposal as more 
detailed results are released in 
the next few days. 

The board huid declined to 
make a recommendation on 
how shareholders should vote, 
but did amend its new director 
nomination process to consider 
diverse candidates in response 
to the proposal. 

Ihese are more genenil steps, 
Pinto SEiid, and he would like 
to see RBI take more specific 
action, including presenting a 


timeline for gender diversitjf 
inclusion. 

Gender diversity on corporate 
boards in Canada has become 
a source of tension between 
shareholders and companies. 

BCE Inc.'s shareholders voted 
down a similar proposal at their 
annual genera! meeting ear¬ 
lier this year, and a Dollarama 
shareholder brought up con¬ 
cerns over the lack of women 
in leadership positions at that 
company's meeting earlier this

Attawapiskat Chief Bruce 
Shisbeesh met with Prime Min¬ 
ister Justin Irudeau in Ottawa on 
Monday weeks itfter the northern 
Ontario reserve's youth suicide 
crisis garnered globEil attention. 

The fetleral government also 
timed an armouncement to co¬ 
incide with the meeting — S69 
million over the next three years 
for indigenous menial health 
services — though a detailed 
breakdown of the spending was 
not provided by the Ihime Min¬ 
ister’s Office. 

“This is the beginning of a 
new era, not just fbr Attawapis¬ 
kat but for reliirionships mth 
first Nations across the country,"

pis'kat in paitnership with the 
province of Onlario, Shisheesh 
said.

“Finally, we have a soEd agree^ 
ment to sit down in a practical 
Wily of solving housing, infra- 
sUiicture,'’ Shisheesh said, add¬ 
ing his reserve is still struggling 
with youth mental health imd 
overcrowding issues.

To Michele Daiiber, a Jaw 
professor at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, Jane Doe is a new Rosa 
Parks. 

Jc's a slrikingi possibly 
overxeachtng statement, 

But it sets the stakes now at 
play for universities in the 
starkest of tenns: You are 
either on the right or the 
wrong side of fighting cam¬ 
pus sexual violence, just as 
you were nnte (and remain) 
on the right or wrong side 
of fighting racism. 

Jane Doe is the victim in 
the Stanford sexual-assault 
case, which ignited inter¬ 
national condemnation 
after her assailant, Brock 
'Turner, was given a slight 
six-month Jail sentence for 
crimes that might have 
earned him a maximum of 
14 years. 

"We are at a real water¬ 
shed moment in public per¬ 
ception of campus sexual 
assaults," Dauber loJd The 
New York Times this week. 

At the centre: Jane 
Doe's defiant courtroom 
statement, read aloud on 
newscasts, shared tens 
of millions of times on¬ 
line, quoted by the vice- 
president of the United 
States and credited for 
igniting fierce conversation 
over consent and rape. 

In her letter, Jane Doe 
attacked Turner’s effort 
to scapegoat his behav¬ 
iour on booie and party¬ 
ing. Thixnigh it, she reftised 
to meekly accept her fate, 
Dauber suggests, just as 
Rosa Parks once refused 
to move from her .seat on 
a bus. 

fianadian universities

of furor over sexual vio¬

"Stanford," and the next 
word that now comes to 
mSnd is "rape” — and yonr 
school could be next. 

Of course, they shouldn't 
need the warning, but they 
also shouldn't have needed 
provincial governments to 
force them to create dis¬ 


tinct sexual-assault proced' 
iires. [Fven ba,ck in 1993, 
one study found as many 
as one in four women are 
sexually assanlfed at uni¬ 
versities.) 

New bills pa.ssed in On¬ 
tario and R.c:., as well as 
another introduced In 


Manitoba, all require that 
campuses adopt standalone 
policies. Par too many need 
the push. Irene Shankar, a 
researcher at Mount Royal 
University, surveyed 103 
Rnglish-tanguage schools 
this spring and found that 
only 2^ had policies. Some 


schools, like the University 
of nritish Columbia, have 
been pnblicly shamed into 
instituting better practices 
over their poor handling of 
complaints. 

Effective policies to 
tackle the fallout of vio¬ 
lence js one thing. Pre¬ 
venting assaults is quite 
another. 

In a iTecent case study 
of one anonymous Alberta 
campus, Shankar found the 
school paid so much lip 
service to fighting sexual 
violence, action got left be¬ 
hind. "It's almost become 
this opting-out that uni¬ 
versities use," she fold me. 
Schools will repeat how 
"complex” the problem is, 
which normalises sexual 
violence and lets schools 
off the hook for solutions, 
she added. 

Until, of course, an at¬ 
tack makes international 
headlines. 

Stanfoixi has defended its 
own conduct in the wiike 
of the assault, noting there 
was "an immediate police 
investigation” (for which 
the school can’t actually 
claim any responsibility) 
and that "in less than two 
weeks after the incident, 
Stanford had conducted an 
investigation and banned 
Turner fi'om setting foot on 
campus — as a student or 
otherwise." 

Students, however, are 
not satisfied. There's a pe¬ 
tition calling for, among 
other things, the school to 
apologize to Jane Doe be¬ 
cause the attack happened 
on Its campus, increase 
funding for sexual-assault 
prevention and mandatory 
sexual-assault education for 
all students. 

Going by Stanford’s own 
data, those last two sug¬ 
gestions are needed. The 
school’s 2015 campus cli¬ 
mate survey found that 
one-thii‘d of undergraduate 
women experienced non- 
consensual sexual miscon¬ 
duct, “including acts ran¬ 
ging from sexual touching 
to penetration" (also known 
as rape).

The fact that students 
might get to university 
without 3 firm under¬ 
standing of sexual assault 
mirrors Brock Turner’s 
own court statements. He 
blannied a culture of drink¬ 
ing and promiscuity for his 
action, apparently unable 
to separate sex from as¬ 
sault. 

It's an explanation that 
excuses nothing, but one 
that should deeply woriy 
college and university ad¬ 
ministrators. They should 
be asking themselves how 
many Brock Turners are 
wandering their own cam¬ 
puses. 

Taking swift action in the
